It will make many 
payments, because it has what 
economisits cal! velocity of circu- 
lation. ” I think that what 
Professor Cop'tand means by this 
is that, if I pay £1 to the butch- 
er for meat and the butcher 
pays £1 to the baker for bread 
which the baker has supplied tp 
the butcher, then two debts are 
liquidated. THIS IS A COM- 
PLETE AND MAJOR FAL 
LACY. The butcher incurred 
cost, perhaps from a farmer in 
respect of cattle supplied, who 
in hie turn possibly borrowed 
the £1 from the bank. Im any 
case, if the butcher uses my £1 
t» pay the baker, he has brok- 
en the chain of repayment from 
me to the farmer, and ultimate- 
ly to the banker, and the costs 
which were created when tthe 
farmer so'd his cattle to the 
butcher are not liquidated. The 
clearing house figures just quot- 
ed contain a large number of 
‘butcher-baker’ transactions, and 
these mutt be deducted in esti- 
mating circulation ratcs. The 
vital fact is, of course, that one 
unit of money can circulate an 
indefinite number of times, 
threugh the costing system, in 
evch case creating a fresh cost or 
if it be preferred, a fresh debt 
charge, but not fresh purchas- 
ing power.” an

The High School Play By 
Elsie Park Gowan

Lacombe hai: every right to be 
proud in being first to produce “The 
Royal Touch’ which was completed 
by special request for our own use 
on the occasion of the High School 
concert. 

The story centres about the old 
belief, still held by certain European 
peasants today, that the touch of 
anncinited royalty will cure such hu- 
man ills as lameness and blindness. 
But there is a much deeper signifi- 
ance in the play, for it questions 
tthe whole business of royalty, how 
it happened in the beginning and 
whet its relative position is now in 
this age of wireless and airships. 
Bi:ie Park Gowan’s conclusion is that 
royalty was and is leadership. And 
(here are other sorts of leadership as 
well. The sub-plot, the ‘“newsy” 
thread, cmphasizes this by means of 
comic relief. The street urchin, who 
organizes the, newsboys and who is 
counting upon being chosen their 
chief even before the election, has 
that spark of leadership within him 
which, thirty years efter the con- 
clusion of the play, makes him the 
leader of the people. Alt that time, 
the princess Nata, now old and 
“weary; “hands over to him'the heya of 
the city and smiles and goes away, 

Kae Craigen, as the primeess, is 
charming and convincing. Her uncle 
Ivan, a Russian ex-Grand Duke ana 
a man of worldly wisdom, is 
portrayed by Jeck Pringle. George 
Marshall, as the newsy, seems cut 
owt for the part. Pheobe Brewer, 
as the peasant woman Maria, pos- 
scesses all that trust and artiessness 
which the part calls for; and Law- 
rence Edmunds as Joseph makes a 
very sympathetic and understanding 
helpmate. 7 

Elsie Park Gowan has produced in 
“The Royal Touch’ a play of which 
she may well be proud. This bril- 
liant young playwright was born in 
Scotland. She is perhaps botter 
known in Lacombe as the “Miss 
Young who made things hum.” At 
the University of Alberta she was 
president of the Dramatic Socioty 
end played leading parts im several 
productions while there. She grad- 
uated with first class honours in 
history in the spring of 1930. The 
following fall she joined the staff of 
the Lacombe High School as teacher 
of History and Latin. While here 
she produced the Londonderry Air, 
the Courtship of Miles Standish and 
directed the operetta Redcap in 
Fairyland. 

She became the wife of Dr. E. H. 
Gowan of the department of Physics 
ef the University of Alberta in the 
summer of 1933. Since then she has 
been prominent in dramatics in Bd- 
monton.

“service of individuals, individual 
groups, and sections of the coun- 
try to the whole State is the only 


safe road for the future”, Mr. 
Beatty appealed to the country at 
large to make this theme the 
dominating note in approaching 
the problems of the day. 

Again voicing his sincere belief 
in the ultimate destiny of Canada, 
Mr. Beatty emphasized the neces- 
sity of a mutual understanding 
between all sections of the coun- 
try, and insisted that should this 
objective be achieved, the unified 
effort of all citizens would go far 
toward solving problems which 
now threatem the integrity of the 
State. 

In the light of this argument 
Mr. Beatty felt that he had every 
right to discuss the tariff, citing 
the fact that the Canadian Pacific 
Railway was most decidedly sus- 
ceptible to the effects of unstable 
tariff conditions, “Give me a 
tariff policy advantageous to the 
Canadian Nationa? Railways and 
I shall be quite content,” he said,

‘the maximum of national wealth 
fairly distributed among the citi- 
zens, The Canadian tariff should 
be one which would keep our in- 
ternal and external trade com: 
bined at a maximum. 

‘Mr, Beatty illustrated his argu- 
ment by citing the fact that Can- 
ada enjoyed a greater foreign 
commerce per capita than cither 
of the two more important Am- 
erican. Republics, namely the 
United States and the Argentine, 
and said that he would like to 
see the preparation of a tariff 
balance sheet which would give 
an analysis of the effect of the 
tariff on the total income and 
purchasing power of the Canadian 
people, and urged that in view of 
the present position of capital 
and Jabor, an examination of the 
economic soundness ‘of our tariff 
policy should look to future im- 
provement rather than to drastic 
attempts to correct past errors. 

Emphasizing that agriculture 

was the primary industry, and 
voicing his appreciation that 
agriculture in Western Canada 
was passing through a period of 
ereat difficulty, Mr. Beatty said 
that Governmental assistance and 
that of private business institu- 
tions had on the whole, been con- 
structive, 
“I may say,” he added, “without 
boasting, that the emergency re- 
ductions in freight rates volun- 
tarily made by the Canadian 
Pacific Railway for farm relief 
during the past five years repre- 
sent a loss in income to us of at 
least $3,000,000.” 

There were two necessary 
measures looking toward perma- 
ment recovery. . First.there was 
what the farmer could do and 
was doing for himself, to make 
the farm home largely self-sup- 
porting through the use of better 
seed, improved methods, and the 
expansion of live-stock opera- 
tions, Secondly. there was what 
others could do to help Western 
agriculture. The capital invested 
in the farms of Canada must re- 
ceive returns if any important 
block of capital was to be regard- 
ed as safe. Other labor could not 
hope for the permanence of a 
level of wages too Iffgh above the 
earnings of labor on’ the land, 
Mr, Beatty expressed unswerving 
confidence that private business

WORLD HAPPENINGS 


BRIEFLY TOLD 


Lady Willingdon, wife of the Indian 
viceroy, has issued an appeal for a 
special charity fund to commemorate 
.the king’s silver jubilee next May. 

A grant of $9,000 for the Canadian 
Legion was passed in the House of 
Commons. It is used to help return- 
ed men present their pension cases to 
the tribunals. 

The sum of $8,546,119 was collect- 
ed from the excise tax on sugar from 
last April 1 to Dec, 31, according to 
a return tabled in the House of Com- 
mons. 

A decline of 53,500 in the number 
of persons in receipt of British war 
pensions or allowances is shown in 
the latest report of the ministry of 
pensions. The total figure now is 
1,503,000. 

Sir Philip Sassoon, British under- 
secretary for air, told the Plymouth 
Chamber of Commerce he looked for- 
ward to inauguration of a trans-At- 
lantic air route from Britain to. the 
United States and Canada. 

Probably from 45,000 to 50,000 pen- 
sion applications will require adjudi- 
cation by the Canadian pensions 
commission in the next two years, 
according to a return tabled in the 
House of Commons. 

Canada recently lost a $1,000,000 
order for wheat from China because 
the Chinese bankers resented . “our 
contempt for them,” Prof. C. T. Cur- 
relly, curator of the Royal Ontario 
museum, told members of the Op- 
timists Club in Toronto. 

Prof. William L, Carlyle, manager 
of the Prince of Wales E.P. ranch 
néar High River, Alta., said there 
was a better demand for stock this 
year than last and prospects for gen- 
eral improvement in Western Canada 
were bright.

Those same companies, he 
said, now had a lot of frozen mort- 
gages and it served them right.

Sets New Hgh Record 


Creamery Butter Production In Al- 
berta In 1984 Tops Previous Years 

Creamery butter production in Al- 
berta during 1934 set a new high 
record. According to a preliminary 
estimate, the province’s creamery 
butter output is placed at 25,500,000 
pounds compared with the previous 
peak of 23,750,000 pounds in 1933. 
The value of all dairy products dur- 
ing 1934, including home manufac- 
tured butter and cheese, milk, etc., is 
estimated at $14,300,000, and com- 
pared with $12,950,000 in 1933 shows 
a gain of almost a million and a half 
dollars. 

Although still outstanding as a 
producer of beef cattle, Alberta has 
made rapid progress in dairying. In 
1906 there were 42 creameries oper- 
ating in the province producing near- 
ly 2,000,000 pounds of butter. At 
that time there were 100,000 milch 
cows in the province. In 1933, the 
previous peak year, there were 96 
creameries and 446,000 milch cows. 
During the past ten years the indus- 
try has reached a very high standard 
of production, through various sys- 
tems of grading of cream and but- 
ter, and of herd testing.

Little Journeys In Science 


PHOTOELECTRONS 


(By Gordon H. Guest, M.A.) 


In’ 1887, a scientist called Hertz 
discovered that violet and ultra-violet 
light tended to cause an_ electric 
spark to start more readily. He also 
found that ultra-violet light causes 
the discharge of negatively charged 
bodies. Several years later it was 
observed that crystals of a mineral 
called fluorite not only became elec- 
trically charged by heat but also by 
exposure to sunlight or to the light 
from an electric arc, both of which 
are rich in ultra-violet light. Quartz 
becomes charged .when exposed to 
sunlight, the edges of a quartz prism 
being alternately negative and posi- 
tive. An insulated metal plate be- 
comes highly charged when exposed 
to sunlight. Science has shown that 
every material is electrically sensi- 
tive to light, regardless of the state 
of that material. All substances give 
off electrons when exposed to a suit- 
able source of light. 

Ultra-violet light will cause solids; 
especially metals, to give off elec- 
trons. All such electrons which are 
ejected from any material by light 
are called photoelectrons. When light 
falls upon films made from the alka- 
line metals, photoelectrons are eject- 
ed from these metallic films at high 
speed, and it is possible to measure” 
their speed, the speed depending upon 
the kind of light which hits the films. 
Thus the blue light from the star 
Sirius will cause more powerful, 
though less numerous, electron ejec- 
tions than full sunlight. ' 

The distance which the light 
travels through space has nothing 
whatever to do with. its effect when 
it strikes and ejects photoelectrons in 
photoelectric cells. Thus the light 
which travelled through space at the 
speed of 186,000 miles per second for 
40 years before striking the negative 
pole of a photoelectric cell, to open 
Chicago’s 1933 Century of Progress 
Exposition, was just as “strong” when 
it approached the telescope as when 
it left the star Arcturus 40 years be- 
fore at the time of Chicago’s 1893 
Columbian Exposition. However, due 
to the great distance of Arcturus 
from the earth only a small fraction 
of the light which is radiated from 
that star at any instant 40 years 
earlier, ever reaches the earth.

Shows Eight Kinds Of Air Exist 
Over North America 

A new kind of weather map, show- 
ing eight kinds of air over the United 
States, ‘was presented to aviation 
leaders at the annual meeting of the 
institute of aeronautical sciences in 
New York. 

The eight, discovery largely by 
aeroplane, are all the kinds that 
exist in North America.

Surfeited and perplexed by the multitude of theories advanced as to the 
underlying and basic cause of this world economic depression, and equally 
Surfeited and perplexed by the multitude of suggestions, ideas and plans 
advanced as the only means whereby the depression can be ended and a 
pernianent cure effected, tens of thousands of people are becoming callous 
and skeptical of all economic doctors. More’ and more people are asking 
themselves whether this very large problem, vital to the welfare of every 
individual and to the very existence of the nation and the civilization of 
the world, is being approached from the right angle. 

To an ever increasing extent people are asking whether the provision 
of old age pensions to prevent poverty and suffering in old age is the solu- 
tion, or whether that solution is to be found in the creation of conditions 
whereby men and women can through their own efforts and by shift and 
saving make necessary provision themselves for their declining years. Peo- 
ple are inquiring whether the provision of this and that Government main- 
tained social service to provide for their needs,—and all provided for out of 
taxation,—is not merely attempting to cover up ‘sores’ and ‘doctor’ the 
patient, instead of making the patient well and capable of caring for himself. 
People are thinking and asking whether it is not true that, just so 
as taxes are piled upon taxes to provide for these social services, the 


long 


very burden of those taxes is operating to make it impossible for them to 
take necessary care of themselves and families and make wise provision for 
their future. 


Mankind must work, and produce, and save against the time when their 
working days are over. In a word, the business of the world must be carried 
on, and the more business that is transacted, the more it is produced and 
exchanged for other products, the better it is for all concerned. Consequent- 
ly, the fewer restrictions imposed upon the carrying on of the world’s busi- 
ness, the better. This great truth is sinking deeper into the minds of men. 

Therefore, without further comment, we quote an editorial article ap- 
pearing in one of Canada’s most widely circulated magazines, a publication 
having no political party affiliations, but which discusses Canadian and 
world problems in a fair and impartial manner. 
above, it says: 


“These are the days in which we are regaled or surfeited with economic | 
theories—some ancient and some modern, some untried and some exploded, | 
some original and some borrowed, some thriving and some still-born, some 


springing like Minerva, full-armed from the head of Jupiter, others old and 
decrepit no longer fitted for service in a changed world, some that promise 
.better social conditions and more enduring prosperity, and others that if! 
followed would surely lead to anarchy and moral ruin. It may be profitable 
to consider some of these theories at another time. To-day it is more fitting 
that we should concern ourselves with a concrete problem—one that is | 
growing to be more and more serious, and which must be solved if any of | 
the economic theories now advanced can be rendered workable.

The program will be administered | 
by the department of agriculture as 
f solely fcderal undertaking. An ad- 
visory committee, Mr. Weir told the) 
house, of successful ranchers, wheat! 
farmers and business men, would be | 
appointed to assist the department in 
conduct and development of the 
plans. 

For four years department experts | 
have been studying conditions which 
affect fully 10,000,000 acres in the 
three provinces. Figures submitted 
by the minister showed that in 1933 
drouth affected 11,435,000 acres to 
such an extent that it produced less 
than five bushels of grain to the 
acre. : 

Plans the government will put in 
operation, it is claimed, will change | 
the entire landscape in many sections 
of Saskatchewan, Alberta and Mani- 
toba. The survey has been completed 
and all details worked out. 

The kernel of the project will be 
demonstration areas’ selected in 
various sections of dried-out dis- 
tricts.

While news dispatches and photo- 
graphs tell a fast-paced world of 
progress in building the British 
superliner Queen Mary and the Great 
French ship Normandie, other © re- 
portS forecast a competition which 
would take away much of the im- 
portance and perhaps some of the 
bitterness of this subsidized battle for 
supremacy in shipbuilding.
